New Yoke. Oct. 25. — Fire broke out 
shortly after 3 o'clock Monday after- 
noon at pier 89, East river, Brooklyn 
and did (lain hkc to the uniount of half 
a million dollars. & 

Pier lit* adjoins the naval store of 
George L. Hammond, extending from 
Coffee to Walcott street. At pier 89 
the four masted British ship Andoren- 
lia was lying, discharging a cargo com- 
posed principally of jute butts, salt- 
petre, shellac and raw silk. 

A nortli wind fanned the flames 
fiercely and in a few minutes tho 
water front for four blocks, extending 
from Vandyke to Walcott streets, was 
ablaze. Heavy black smoke settled 
over the East river as far nortli as 
Long Island sound and extended over 
the lower part of Brooklyn, so that it 
became necessary to light lamps in 
business houses. 

Among the heaviest losses is that of 
George L. Hammond, owner of the 
naval stores, which' is placed at $100,- 
000. The Andorcnha is owned by F. 
W. Roberts, of Liverpool, England, 
and valued at $800,000. She was con- 
signed to Rail! Bros., commission mer- 
chants. The blazing vessel was towed 
down to the Gowanus flats and protr- 
ably will prove a total loss. The 
Brooklyn Wharf ami Warehouse Co., 
according to the best estimates, will 
lose $150,000.

Paris, Oct. 25. — The consideration by 
the commissioners of the Porto ltieo 
and Ladrones question has now been 
merged with the Cuban question and 
all the points involved are being cur- 
ried forward to a simultaneous eou- 
clusion. 

When this lias been arrived at 
the Philippine question will be taken 
up. Of course, there is a possibility of 
a disagreement, and tho Spaniards, if 
the American commissioners decide not 
to assume any portion of the Cu- 
ban indebtedness, may announce their 
unwillingness to proofed any further 
with negotiations based upon the pro- 
tocol. Should the Spaniards decide to 
do tills, it will be because they wish to 
excite the pity of their creditors and 
of other, nations. The eortea may then 
Ik* asked to indorse their action. In 
fact, Spaniards may even prefer a re- 
sumption of hostilities to acquiescence 
in the American refusul to share 
their . financial burden. The Amer- 
icans, however, have intimated to 
the Spaniards the possibility that 
Spain may at some future period 
Is * able to deal with an independent 
governinept regarding the assumption

fore the last rebellion in Cuba broke out 
and $.500,000,000 contracted since 1SW5. 
But. should independent Cuba, as she 
doubtless would, refu->e to assume 
more than her portion of the debt 
bused on uctual betterments in Cuba 
anil only, even in this ease, 
of obligations contracted pre- 
vious to 1895, Spain would he 
compelled to appeal to her people and 
confront them with practically seven- 
eighths of the debt contracted since. 
Spain would also be compelled to de- 
clare here inability to meet her obli- 
gations, and tliis, at present, seems to 
the Spaniards a more bitter alternative 
than to accept the United States’ re- 
fusal to share the Cuban debt, with 
all that this means, the idea being 
that the Spaniards would be able to 
call the attention of their creditors to 
their unyielding, though fruitless ef- 
forts in their behalf. 

Finally, it is said that there are per- 
,son-> high in the Spanisli councils who 
claim to ■ believe that Spain would 
rather submit humbly and helplessly 
to decimation or dismemberment than 
,-onfront this continued financial bur- 
den. One course would leave her pride 
unsullied, it is claimed, and the other 
is regarded as doubtful, if not impos- 
sible, of adoption within the boundar- 
.es of national solvency. 

Spain, however, will not break off 
the present negotiations before having 
proposed that the United Stutes share 
half of the insular debt, which, in 
■ucli a proposition, may be placed at 
1700,000,000, the interest rate to be re- 
duced to two per cent, which, Spain 
nay hold, practically reduces her share 
to $110,000,000, the portion proposed to 
be borne by the United States or guar- 
teed thereby. 

Such a proposition would not be ac- 
cepted by the United States, either di- 
rectly or in behalf of Cuba.
